Circuit Court injunction to prevent 


Mutual Savings vote at NSIC meeting 


Coffee County Circuit Judge 
Gary McAliley issued a preliminary 
injunction this week barring Mutu- 
al Savings Life Insurance Company 
from voting at a meeting of the 
stockholders of National Security 
Insurance Company, set for today 
(Thursday, April 21) in Elba. 

National Security, of Elba, had 
filed suit against Mutual Savings, 
of Decatur, claiming that the com- 
pany had acquired 22 percent of Na- 
tional Security's stock illegally and 
in granting the injunction, Judge 
McAliley stated that to allow Mu- 
tual Savings to vote with stock that 
may have been acquired illegally 
would have caused National Securi- 
ty, its insured and its stockholders 
“irreparable injury." 

National Security attorney Bill 
Brunson stated that the Elba compa- 
ny challenged the purchase of more 
than 20 percent of its stock because 
"Alabama Insurance Department 
regulations require companies pur- 
chasing more than 5 percent of 
stock in an. insurance company to 
have the purchase approved at a de- 
partment hearing." 

State Insurance Commissioner 
Jack Greeno ruled against the pur- 
chase of National Security stock. by 
Mutual Savings in March on the 
grounds that the possible takeover 
of National Security would not be 
in the the public's best interest, 
would lessen competition in the 
field and jeopardize National Securi-

| Now’ What must I do to be saved? 


Bob Prichard 


"What must I do to be saved?" is a very important question. Each one of 
us will one day stand before the judgment seat of Christ, and each one of us 
is responsible for obeying the Lord. Salvation has two parts - God's part, 
and man's part. "For God so loved the world, that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in him should not perish, but should have 
everlasting life” (John 3:16). God, because of His great love for mankind, 
has done his part in sending Christ to die for the sins of men. Paul calls this 


"grace," a gift of God, in Ephesians 2:8, "For by grace are ye saved through 
faith; and that not of yourselves: it is the gift of God." Paul reminds us that 
we cannot save ourselves, and must rely on the grace of God, "through 
faith,” "Through faith" means that man must also do his part. Even a gift 
must be received before one can benefit from it. 

To find what man's part in the plan of salvation involves, one must go 
to the right place, the book of Acts, where the examples of conversion are 
recorded, There are eight specific accounts of conversion in Acts: the conver- 
sion of the Jews on Pentecost, chapter 2; the Samaritans, chapter 8; the 


Ethiopian eunuch, chapter 8; Saul of Tarsus, chapters 9 and 22; Cornelius, 
chapter 10; Lydia, chapter 16; the Philippian jailer, chapter 16; and the Co- 
rinthians, chapter 18. In each example, certain common actions, or steps of 
obedience, were taken by those who became Christians, 

Upon hearing the pure gospel message, each believed in Jesus as the Son 
of God, Though not explicitly stated each time, it is implied, such as when 
the Jews at Pentecost, having heard the message, “were pricked in their 
heart, and said unto Peter and to the rest of the apostles, Men and brethren, 
what shall we do?" (Acts 2:37). Their question, “what shall we do?" showed 
that they believed the message, but realized they needed to do more than just 
"believe" to be saved. As James writes, "Ye see then how that by works is a 
man justified, and not by faith only" (James 2:24). Following their confes- 
sion of faith in Christ, the Jews at Pentecost were told to "repent and be 
baptized, every one of you in the name of Jesus Christ, for the remission of 
sins" (Acts 2:38). Thus repentance must accompany faith in Christ. One 
must also confess Christ, as the Ethiopian, because Christ will not confess 
us, unless we are willing to confess Him. Also necessary for salvation, as 
shown in every conversion account, is baptism. Every account explicitly 
shows baptism as necessary for obeying Christ. Hearing the gospel mes- 
sage, believing in Christ, repenting of past sins, confessing Christ, and be- 
ing baptized into Christ makes one a Christian, and brings salvation. Then 


one must serve the Lord faithfully.

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County Commission kills $800,000 resurfacing plan 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
April 25, at the courthouse in En- 
terprise and by a vote of 4-3 killed a 
proposed $800,000 highway resur- 
facing plan outlined by the county 
engineer. 

Coffee County engineer Mark 
Pool told the commissioners at 
Monday's meeting that he had re- 
cently graded all the roads in the 
county and had discovered that 12 
percent of the roads were "falling 
apart!" 

"We have some roads that are 
simply falling apart," declared Pool, 
"and if they aren't repaired now they 
will be in even worse shape after 
the winter. If we have a wet, cold 
winter we may have to actually dig 
up some roads to keep them passa- 
ble. I know that $800,000 is a lot 
of money, but if you wait a year or 
two it'll cost twice as much to do

The Council voted to accept the 
apparent low bid, assuming it met 
all technical specifications. They re- 
served the right to remove or add in 
additional streets, pending the return 
of Mayor English later in the week, 

The current operating budget of 
the city council included borrowing 
$40,000 this year to be used in 
street paving and resurfacing. The 
city has some tax funds that are car- 


marked by law for sureet work and 
this will be added to the borrowed 
money to complete the job, Sharp- 
less explained. 

Police Chief John White told the 
council members that his depart- 
ment's work had been routine for 
the past week with only a few traf- 
fic citations being issued, 

A copy of the current financial 
Statement was presented to the 
council members and revealed the 
city had a strong cash position as of 
April 25th caused partially by a 
large, previously announced pay- 
ment from Southeast Alabama 
Gas, This payment was a profit 
sharing payment after an unusually 
profitable year for the gas compa- 
ny, which is owned by the partici- 
pating cities. 

The total cash on hand was 
$180,027.67. Monthly appropria- 
tions and other payments from the 
general fund are $4,572.84 and
